MULTIPLE FUNCTIONS OF THE GOVERNMENT DEPARTMENT WHICH AcTs AS LIAISON BETWEEN THE CROWN COLONIES AND 


THE STAMP TRADE. 


ANSWER TO ““WHERE CAN I Buy COLON IALS IN LONDON AT FACE VALUE?” 


Once a rumor has a start, it has been said that a contradiction can never overtake it. 


By ALBERT H. HArRIS 


Certainly that seems so in re- 


gard to stamp collectors and the Crown Agents, for it is extraordinary how widespread is the belief, both at home and 
abroad, not only that the Crown Agents in London sell the Stamps of the British Colonies, but that they do so at face- 
yalue, and that all a stamp dealer has to do when he wants any is to go along and buy some—a delightfully simple process 


which unfortunately has no foundation in fact. 


The object of this article is to provide some insight into the functions of 


the Crown Agents’ Office, and to remove such misapprehensions as readers may possess. 


HE building occupied by the 
Crown Agents for the Colonies is 
./No. 4 Millbank, to reach which 
one passes from Parliament 
Square, Westminster, past the House of 
Lords. Overlooking the Thames, it is a 
fine corner block of modern construc- 
tion, with spacious entrance hall and 
majestic staircase. So much for its lo- 
cation. Now as to its origin. 

In the days of George IV every col- 
ony had its own agent in London, 
through whom was imported any sup- 
plies the colony might require from the 
home country, and to represent the col- 
ony in London in other ways. 

As the colonies developed, however, 
complaints were made by the Colonial 
governments until, in 1833, after an en- 
quiry into the working of the agencies, 
a consolidated agency was formed to 
undertake the business, under the title of 
the Agents General for the Crown Col- 
onies, the first Agents General being 
George Baillie and Edward Barnard, two 
retired Colonial office clerks. 

The consolidated agency did not 
work too well, doubtless owing to lack 
of experience, and colonies still protested. 
In consequence, a reorganization was 
effected in 1858 under Mr. (afterwards 


Sir) Penrose Julyan, and in 1863 the! 
| methods. 


title was changed to the present one of 
the Crown Agents for the Colonies. In 
1878 the relations between the Crown 
Agents and the colonies under responsi- 
ble government were reviewed, and for 
reasons of high policy it was decided to 
terminate them—an incident reflected in 
stamp history by the alteration of the 





he placed on record his opinion that 
the system had worked well for the col- 
onies, and that the Crown Agents had 
deserved the confidence of the govern- 
ment of the Crown Colonies and of suc- 
cessive Secretaries of State. 


FUNCTIONS AND MAINTENANCE 


The resulting saving to the colonies 
by this plan is immense, not only in 
administration expenses, but in cost of 
materials. Blue prints, specifications or 
samples are filed of almost every con- 
ceivable colonial requirement, many of 
them standardised—such, for example, 
as certain types of bridges or locomo- 
tives—so that experience and service are 
pooled for the general benefit. Mainte- 
nance of the Crown Agents is also pro-

by Joseph Chamberlain in 1903, and

KEY PLATES 


The watermark “C.A.” is a good ex- 
ample of Crown Agents’ standardisation 
The Agents have the paper 
made in bulk, and supply it to the prin- 
ters of the stamps. Similarly with the 
“key” and “duty” plates, very consid- 
erable economy has been effected. The 
Crown Agents retain the master-die 
bearing the King’s head, and the cost of 
the key-plates is borne by the Colonies 
in proportion to the quantities of 
With 
the growth in the demand for stamps, 
however, many colonies have considered 
it wise to forego the economy of the 
key-plate system in favour of pictorials, 
the greater cost being more than bal- 





anced by the greater revenue from col- 
lectors. 

The reason for the reversion to the 
key-plate system for the new Georges 
has simply been that under no other 
plan would it have been possible to 
meet the wishes of so many colonies to 
introduce them in time for the Corona- 
tion. Even so, the capacity of the prin- 
ters has been taxed to the utmost, for 
the provision of supplies to some forty- 
five colonies at the same time is no light 
undertaking. It’s for the same reason 
that the number of denominations has 
been restricted. 


SANCTION 


Sanction for new stamps has to be 
obtained by the Crown Colonies from 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
and it has been the policy of successive 
Secretaries to confine such permission 
to issues considered necessary for postal 
purposes. In principle, the Crown Col- 
onies have been given to understand 
that a new issue should not be asked for 
more than once in ten years without 
some very special justification—such, for 
example, as a change of currency. Ex- 
ceptions have occasionally been made 
for such events as centenaries as a con- 
cession to local sentiment; but if the 
main advantage urged, when putting 
forward a claim, is the revenue to be 
derived from stamp collectors, it is in- 
variably met with a polite but firm re- 
fusal. Hence the distinction in the 
official attitude between Jubilee and 
Coronation stamps. The case for the 
former was unanswerable, but as regards 
the Coronation the view was taken that 
the necessary change of head on the 
stamps of all the colonies was sufficient 
and that two new sets for all, or the 
majority, of colonies in the same year 
would be quite without justification. 
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STAMP AGENCY 


The function of the Crown Agents in 
relation to the stamp trade has been of 
gradual growth, as stamp importations 
have increased. Dealers ordering from 
the colonies developed the habit of hav- 
ing consignments delivered to the Crown 
Agents in London, where they took them 
up against cash on arrival, so avoiding 
the necessity of parting with their money 
before they received the stamps. 

Thus the position grew up that every 
time a new issue went out the Colonial 
postmasters immediately shipped back 
consignments to the Crown Agents in 
London with instructions to deliver to 
the dealers who had ordered them 
against cash. To circumvent this need- 
less transit, the Crown Agents came to 
an arrangement with the majority of the 
colonies that they should circulate a list, 
to those who desired to receive it, of 
new stamps pending. Also that if deal-

ers notified them of the quantity re- 
quired, they should keep back from the 
shipment the requisite number to fill 
these orders. 


TERMS 


But for this service the dealers have to 
pay. In the first place, references are 
required, and in no case is a dealer 
placed on the Crown Agents’ approved 
list unless he is a permanent resident in 
Great Britain. Secondly, there is a 
minimum commission charged of 10/— 
on the first £200 of any colony’s con- 
signment, or any part thereof, and one- 
quarter of one percent. (5/-per£100) on 
any greater purchase at one time.* The 
stamps must be taken up without delay 
on notification that they are ready, and 
any failure to do so will endanger future 
supplies, if it does not result in the of- 
fender’s name being removed from the 
approved list altogether. 

Only the stamps thus ordered before 
they are out are kept back in London. 
The rest of the supply is dispatched to 
the colony, and dealers wanting to re- 
new their supplies must apply to the 
colony for them. They may send out 
the cash and suffer the risk and delay; 
or they may have them consigned back 
to the Crown Agents, in which case there 
is another 10/—to pay for the accom- 
modation. 


NO LONDON STOCK 


It should therefore now be clear that 
no stamps of the Crown Colonies are 
ever available in London except a por- 
tion of the initial supplies of a new is- 
sue, intercepted in the manner described. 
Also that the dealers themselves have 
to pay commission which works out on 
the following scale:—

Assuming a dealer orders stamps of 


‘| forty colonies, and they arrive at the 


same time, he has to pay £20 commis- 
sion whether his order is £10 or £200 
worth of each. He must also pay his 
own staff to perform the tedious and tire- 
some work of tearing the sheets up into 
singles. Not more than five sheets can 
be safely torn together; and even so, 
there is always a percentage of waste 
through some getting accidentally torn. 
The dealer also has to take all risks of 
badly centred copies, for the stock is 
not prepared for philatelists, and must 
be taken as it comes. 

And what collector wants to do that, 
anyway? 


*The only exception that has ever been made 
to this arrangement was in the case of the 
Jubilee stamps, when the minimum commis- 
sion was reduced to 1/—per colony.

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Stamp News From Washington

At the time of the last Washington 
letter the final figures for the number 
of 3-cent covers of the Army-Navy series 
had not been compiled. There were 
320,888 first day covers mailed. There 
certainly is some difference between that 
figure and the 42,392 covers of the 20c 
and 50c stamps three days before. 


Each day announcements are expected 
from the Postoffice as to when the flight 
to Hong Kong is to take place and the 
postage rates for mail coming this way. 
So far this week nothing has developed 
other than a few unverified comments 
which are here set forth for what they 
are worth. Collectors should not act 
on this but should wait for the Post 
Office official announcement as changes 
may develop at the last minute. 

It is understood the arrangements 
made by the United States call for car- 
rying of collector’s mail to Hong Kong 
with its return by boat—as was done 
in the case of mail sent to Manila on 
the first flight there. The covers are 
to have postage affixed and addressed 
to the collector’s local address, then for- 
warded under separate cover to the post- 
master at the starting point—whether 
San Francisco, Hawaii, Guam or the 
other points. 

Hong Kong is as far as the United 
States will be able to control the mail 
for its return to the United States, but 
the flight is expected to continue to 
Canton, China. Therefore the real cov- 
ers will be those going the full distance 
but they must be addressed to someone

in China and then returned under sepa- 
rate cover. 

The writer never could wax enthusias 
tic about flight covers possibly because 
they do not travel in the manner for 
which the mail service was designed, 
namely, travel the shorest distance and 
time from point mailed to destination. 
If one mails a letter to Massachusetts 
and it goes to Michigan first the Depart- 
ment stamps the letter with the words 
“Misrouted or missent”. It is true the 
Post Office Department encourages mail 
for first flights which perhaps takes 
them from the same category officially 
but—well it’s lucky we do not all like 
the same things. 

The address by Harllee Branch, Sec- 
ond Assistant Postmaster General, be- 
fore members of the Transportation 
Club of Washington at the Hotel Ral- 
eigh, Thursday, February 18, 1937, car- 
ties some facts of interest to collectors. 
We quote therefrom—‘“From its begin- 
ning the Post Office Department has 
used all available means for transport- 
ing the mail, and it has been by the 
aid of the Federal Government—fre- 
quently through mail contracts and sub 
sidies—that new forms of transporta- 
tion have been developed and sustained. 
This was the case with the railroads, the 
canals, ocean shipping and the air trans- 
port lines, and even now the govern- 
ment is subsidizing American shipping 
and both our domestic and our foreign 
aviation. Also it is, through mail pay, 
liberally aiding the railroads. 

Since the establishment of our postal 
system, mail has been carried by foot 
runners, dog sleds, reindeer, by men em- 
ploying snow shoes and skis, in canoes, 
canal boats, by sailing ships and steam 
ships, by horseback, on camels, trains, 
automobiles and airplanes. 

“We find that Benjamin Franklin, who 
organized the colonial postal service in 
this country, made a map of the Gulf 
Stream in 1760. He published his find- 
ings which enabled sailing vessels, by 
avoiding the Gulf Stream, to save as 
much as two weeks time in their trips 
from England to the Colonies. 

“Ever since, the Post Office Depart- 
ment has sought to provide the quickest 
and most direct dispatch for the mails. 

“The Post Office Department as such 





began its operations in the year 1789, 
and the first piece of mail matter trans- 
ported was dated October 3rd of that 
year. At that time there were only 75 
nost offices and approximately 800 miles 
of post routes. 

“An idea of the tremendous growth 
and development of the Post Office De- 
nartment ... is realized from the rec- 
ords of the fiscal year 1936—During 
‘hat year there were 45,233 post offices 
‘n the United States—and 675 million 
miles were covered. i
